Chicago, Dec. 87.—American far- 


mers are losing approximately $30,- 
000,000 a year on their oats crop and 
probably a like amount on their hay 
crops through the use of automo- 
biles, motor trucks ttfhd tractors 
which have largely supplanted the 
use of horses In the cities, according 
to Robert McDougal, president ot 
the Chicago Board of Trade in an- 
alyzing the effect'of motorized haul- 
ing on the horn and grain market. 
Mr. HcDovgal believes, however, the 
pendulum is swinging th,e other way!1 
porting out that the prices «n good 
draft Horses are advancing. •' 


"In' 1910,- there were 3,500,1)00 


horses in the cities," said Mr. Me-
